1924 (2 of 1924) at pages 130 to 134 of the Gazette of India, Part II Section 4 
dated the 14th March, 1970 under the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 142 dated the 3rd March, 1970, inviting oojcc- 
tions or suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within a period 
of thirty days from the date of publication of the said notification; 

And whereas, the said notification was made available to the public on the 

14th March, 1970; 

And whereas, no objection or suggestions were received from the public; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of 
section 31 of the said Act, and in supersession of the notifications of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 481 dated 7th November, 
1953, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
division of Saugor Cantonment into wards, namely:

BOUNDARIES OF WARDS 

Ward No. 1. 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of Mobals Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of Sadar 
Bazar, that In the area hounded by a line starting from the Civil Area hounary 
pillar No. 11 which Is situated on the bank uf Nullah near the bridge on the sou¬ 
thern boundary of the Cantonment area. From here it runs along the southern 
boundary of the Cantonment upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 25 situated 
on the southern side of the Kabula Bridge.

Ward No. II,

thore Road and the Narsingpur Road, near D. N. Canton,nent Board High School 
and It runs towards the north, along the Raithore Road up to House No. 99 ol 
Mohal No. 8 and joins the Cross Road between Mohais Nos. 0—10 and 7>—-9 and then 
it takes a turn towards the west and runs along the Cross Road between Mohal 
Nos. 8—10 and 7—9 a<nd joins the Jhansi Road .near House No. 1 of Mohal No. 7 
and then it takes a turn towards the south and runs along the Jhansi Road up to 
House Nu. 10 o£ Mohal No. 5 and joins the Cross Road between Mohais Nos. 3—5 
and 4—0 and then it turns towards the east and rung along the Cross Road between 
Mohal No. 5 and then takes a turn towards the south and runs along the Centre 
Mohal No. 5 and then takes a turn towards the south and runs along the Centre 
(Gandhi) Road and joins near House No. 31 of Mohal No. 2 the Cross Road 
between Mohais Nos. 4 and 2 and then it takes a turn towards the east and runs 
along the said Cross Road and the boundary line ot this ward joins near D. N. 
Cantonment Board High School the crossing ot the Narsingpur and the Raithore 
Roads and ends there. 

Ward No. in. 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of Mohais No. 9, 10, 11, and 12 ot Sadar 
Bazar that in the area bounded by a lino starting from the point obtained by 
extending towards the east the southern boundary line of Sy. No. 304/1470 (Old 
Harijan Quarters in Mohal No. 11) and on its joining the eastern boundary of the 
civil area of the Cantonment between civil area boundary pillars No. G and 6A. 
From here the boundary line runs towards the west along the southern boundary 
of Sy. No. 304/1470 and then joins in a strength line the north-east corner of 
Sy. 304/1S37 (85) and then running along the northern boundaries of Sy. 
Nos. 304/1537 (85) and 304/1537 (84) joins the Raithore Road near Hcuuse No. 56 
of Mohal No. 6 and than it takes a turn towards the north and runs along the 
Raithore Road, joins near House No. 99 of Mohal No. 8 the Cross Road between 
Mohais Nos, 8 and 10 and then It takes a turn towards the West and runs along 
the Cross Road between Mohais Nos. 8—10 and 9—7, joins the Jhansi Road neaw 
House No. 1 of Mohal No. 7 and then it takes a turn towards the north and runs 
along the Jhansi Road and passes through the 2nd bridge over the Nullah on the 
Jhansi Road, near House No. 8 of Mohal No. 14 and from this point it takes a 
turn towards the east and runs along the northern course of the Nall ah, between 
Mohais Nos. 14—12, and joins the Centre (Gandhi) Road near House Ho. 77 of 
Mohal No. 14 and then it takes a turn towards the south anad runs along the 
Centre (Gandhi) Road and joins near House No. 104 of Mohal No. 12 the Cross 
Road between Mohais Nos. 10—13 and 9-T2 and then it takes turn towards the 
east and running along the Cross Road between Mohais Nos. 10 and 13 joins 
the Raithore Road near House No- 31 of Mohal No. 13 and then it takes a turn 
towards the north and running along the Raithore Road joins the bridge over 
the Nallah near House No. 13, of Mohal No. 16 and then it takes a turn towards 
the east and running along the nothern course of the Nallah joins the well known 
as ‘Jhiria well’, situated on the south-eastern corner of Mohal No. 10; and 
running along the course of the Nallah it joins the eastern boundary of the civil 
area of the Cantonment and then it takes a turn towards the south and running 
along the eastern boundary of civil area of the Cantonment, along the civil area 
boundary pillars Nos. 5, 6 the boundary line of this ward joins the point of start 
between civil area boundary pillar Nos. 6 and A6 and ends there. 

Ward No. IV. 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of Mohais Nos, 13, 14, 15, 16 of Sadar 
Bazar and the Kajliban area that Is the area bounded by a line starting from the 
well, known as 'Jhiria well’ situated on the south-east corner ol Mohal No. 16 and 
running towards the east joins the eastern boundary of the civil area of the Can¬ 
tonment and on taking a turn towards the north runs along the eastern boundary 
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ot ihe civil area and on taking a turn towards the weM rung aiong the civil area 
boundary ol tne Cantonment and joins near House No. 00 01 lvutial No. 10 the 
mtuaea load in Iront oi mourns Nos. 10.

This ward comprises ot the Areas covered by Mohal No. 17, OCL, part of Parade 
Chaa (caa mace ouurse Area and the Agricultural Plots situated on the West of 
me veterinary Road) NIB, Bungalow No. 1, Jhansl Road, Maria and Bhalnsa 
c-haa, Gwaia Huts, RAB, Cavalry Hill Area situated on the west of the Haig Road 
ana ihe north of the infantry (Pestiwa) Road, BIB. and the followers lines on the 
west ol BIB that Is the area bounded by a line starting from the crossing G f the 
Rauhoie and Narsingpur Roads near D. N. Cantonment Board, High School. 
From here it runs in the northern direction aiong the Raithore Road and joins the 
Cross Road between Mohal No. 0 and 8 near House No. 50 of Mohal No. 0 and 
it takes a turn towards the east and runs along the southern boundary line of 
wara No. Ill and joins the eastern boundry line of the said ward and running to- 
waids north along the eastern boundary lines of ward Nos. Ill and of ward No. IV 
takes a turn towards the west along the northern boundary line of ward No. IV

This wan-d shall comprise of the areas of Patkul Chak, Semra Chak, Old Sadar 
(Including MES building In the Old Sadar Area, Convent School) part of the Cava¬ 
lry Hill area falling on the east of the Haig Road, Military Hospital, MES Colony 
(old P. C. Wing Area) Amrod Chak (including the Military Buildings erected In 
this area) Bungalow No. 4 and all the MFJ5 and other buildings on the west of 
It including Bungalow No. 5 and 48, Cantonment Board Office Building, the R. C. 
Church and part of Prade Chak (Including MES buildings erected in this area) 
situated on the north of Blna-Katai Railway Track up to Its crossing by Sedan" 
Bazar Road and then further on the north of Sadar Bazar Road upto its crossing 
by the MES (Turner Lines) Road, the east of MES (Turner Lines) Road, the south 
of the Narsingpur Road and the west of the Mall Road that tg the area bounded 
by a line starting from the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 12 situated on the 
northern boundary of the Cantonment limits. From here, the boundary ot the

From tins pumt it l... e* a turn to¬ 
wards tne west and runs along tne Jauaipur Hoad and joins the south-eastern 
corner ot Bu.-gaiow No. 24 by. INo. *64 and tnen it takes a turn towoui the north 
and runs along the eastern hotmdanes of Btmgaiow No. 24, Buugaiow No. 23, 
Bungalow JNo. z2, Bungalow No. 4» t>y. No. *t)0 (Duiara.vs JJairy l* aim) uungaio* 
No. 14, Bungalow No. a3, Bungatow No. 9, Bungalow No. 7, Bungalow No. o ana 
joins uie Bma-Katnl Railway iracn. near Bungalow No. 6. Frum neie it tan.es a 
tuxu towards the west and runs aiong the Bina-Katni Railway track and joins near 
Nursery Garden, tlio Sadar Bazar Road. From nere it runs along the Sadat 
Bazar Road towards the west and joins the iVl.iBS. (Turner Bines) Road. From 
here it takes a turn towards the ninth and iuns along die iVl.R.b. vTutner Bines) 
Road and joins tne Narsingpur Road near Station Workshop. From this point it 
tunes a turn towards the east and runs along Lhe Narsingpur Road and joins the 
Mall Road near tne temple known as "Parade Hanun.an Tempie" and then on tailing 
a turn towards the north it runs along the Mail Hoad and passes from the earn 
ot BIB, and joins the Haig (Shivaji) lload near Mahar Regiment centre Children's 
Park and then running towards the north along the Haig (Shivaji) Road joins the 
Cart Track near Cemetry and running along tne said Can Track loins the point 
ot start situated at the Cantonment boundajy pillar No. 12 and ends there. 

Ward No. VII. 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of the Bungalows Nos. 6 to 53 excluding 
Bungalow No. 48, the part op Parade Chak Area situated on the south of the 
Bina-Katnl Railway Track as well as the Sadar Bazar Road and the ureas around 
the Hathikhana Quarry situated on the west of the M.E.S. (Turner Lines) Road, the 
Military Unit area (named as Koregoan) situated on the south ot the Jabalpur 
Road Including the House of Bachman Gwala that Is the area bounded by a line 
starting from the south-east corner of Bungalow No. 24 situated on the Jaoalpur 
Road. From here it runs along the said Road towards the east and joins Canton¬ 
ment boundary pillar No. 1 and on taking a turn towards the south It runs along 
the eastern boundary of the Cantonment and joins Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 45 and runs through the Cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 45, 44, 43, 42, 41 
and 40. From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 40 it takes a turn towards the 
west and runs through the line of Cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 39, 38, 37, 
30, 35, 34-B, 34 -a, 34, 33, 32 and 31 situated pn the southern boundary limit of 
the Cantonment. From here it takes a turn towards the north and passes through 
the Cantonment boundary line joined by Cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 30, 
29-B 29-A, 29, 28. 27 and 26 and joins the civil area boundary pillar No. 11. 
From here it ta.tes a turn towards the north and runs along the eastern boundary 
line of ward No. I and reaches near the D. N. Cantonment Braird High School at 
the point of crossing of Raithore and the Narsingpur Roads. From here it takes 
a turn towards the east and runs along the Narsingpur Road, towards the cast upto 
near the Station Workshop near the M.E.S. (Turner Lines) Road. Fiom here it 
takes a turn towards the south and runs along the M.E.S, (Turner Bines) Road 
and joins near the field of Shrl Halkay Patel the Sadar Bazar Road and then it 
runs towards the east along the Sadar Bazar Road and joins the Bina-Katm 
Railway Track near Nursery Garden. From this point Jt runs towards the east 
along the said Railway Track and joins the boundary of ward No. VI, near Bunga¬ 
low No. 6. From this point it runs towards the south along the western boundary 
of ward No. VI [that is by the eastern sides of Bungalows Nos. 6, 7. 9, 63, 14, 
Dularey’s Dairy (Sy. No. 460) 45, 22, 23. and 24] and joins the south-eastern comer 
of Bungalow No. 24 and ends there.
